TODAY INVESTIGATION 
of CICERO FRANCHISES. 


lore Witnesses. Summoned to Appear 
at the Request of Mr. Dunne—Thirty 
True Bills are Returned for Various 


Offenses. . 

The grand jury will*resume today its in- 
vestigation of the Cicero street railway 
franchise matter. Former President Traill 
of the . Town Board, W. H. Hill of 
Austin, and Postmaster Hutchinson of Oak 
Park will be heard. Grand Juror Dunne 
wants the jury to hear their story, though 
it is said no evidence of any criminal action 
is expected from them. It is probable that 
by next Wednesday Trustee Peter Mc- 
Donald of Clyde will be sufficiently recov- 
ered to permit his appearance before the 
jury. It is expected subpcenas will be sent 
out on Tuesday or Wednesday for a score 
of Aldermen to appear on Thursday. 

Among the cases heard yesterday were 
charges against twenty saloonkeepers, pre- 
sented by Chester Minot and George W. 
Graham of the Chicago Citizens’ league. 
The charges embraced selling liquor to 
minors and habitual drunkards. Many chil- 
dren were present as witnesses. 

Thirty true bills were returned, including 
indictments of Max H. Schnitzer on a 
charge of libel; George Kempflin, on six 
charges of forgery and confidence games; 
George’ A. Robinson, wife abandonment; 
Harry Hill and Florence Sidney, alias Flor- 
ence Hill, two charges each of theft, and 
Louis Cohen, receiving stolen property. An 
indictment was also voted against Cohen for 
subornation of perjury. . 

In the case of Schnitzer it was charged 
the accused had written a letter to Wilhelm 
Bodemann, a druggist, stating that a clerk 
of the name of Schroeder, employed by 
Bodemann, was stealing money from the 
latter and spending it upon Miss Mollie 
Gough. The druggist and the young woman 
testified before the grand jury. 

Cohen was accused of buying for $4.50 two 
bicycles worth $90 from two boys who had 
stolen them and of having urged the boys 
to shield him in their testimony. 


SCHOOLS CLOSE FOR HOLIDAYS. 


Exercises Appropriate to the Christmas 
Season Held in Many of the 
Buildings. 


With exercises appropriate to the Christ- | 
| mas season, the public schools closed yester- 


day afternoon for the regular holiday vaca- 
tion, to reopen on Jan. 3. In some of the 
larger buildings exercises were held in the 
assembly halls, in which the pupils took part. 
The children of the lower grades had ex- 
ercises in their separate rooms. For the 
vacation many teachers will go out of the 
city. Nearly 300 will go to Springfield to 
attend the forty-fifth annual meeting of the 
Illinois State Teachers’ association, which 
will be in session on Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday. 

Superintendent Andrews says the first 
duty he will assign to Emmanuel R. Boyer, 
in case the board approves the recommenda- 
tion of the School Management committee 
to employ him as an assistant at a salary of 
$3,000 a year, will be the general supervision 
of examinations. Later he probably will 
give him the supervision of the Normal 
School, John Worthy Training School, the 
schools for the deaf, and the proposed pa- 
rental school, besides the duty of listening 
to complaints and questions from the public 
which can be attended to by him, thus en- 
abling Superintendent Andrews to leave the 
office in his charge and permit the Super- 
intendent to visit the schools and become 
acquainted with the teaching methods. 

The object in having some one to supervise 
the examinations, Dr. Andrews said, is to 
secure a uniformity in standards, not only 
for principals and teachers and entrance to 
the normal school, but through all the school 
grades. It is not the intention to require 
every teacher to teach alike, but to make the 
standard of promotion from class to class 
uniform throughout the city. 

Mr. Boyer, according to Dr. Andrews, is 


‘eminently fitted for the position. He is a 


graduate of Illinois common schools and 
the State Normal School. Since coming to 
Chicago @e has been connected with the 
Hyde Park High School.

But there — 
worse things than free silver 16 to 1; an 
worse men than Bryan, who is himself 
worthy enough and comes only to be a men-

This ts the 
place for a long time filled by Joe Green- 
hut, and the statistical work was the main 
part of its duties. Kelly, however, was 
either unwilling or unable to do this, and it 
was turned over to a woman clerk while he 
drew salary for doing the limited amount of 
work pertaining to the place of Assistant 
Chief Sanitary Inspector. 

On June 21 an examination was had by the 
Civil Service commission for this office, and 
the questions covered the duties of City Sta- 
tisticlan ag well as sanitary inspector. 
Kelly took one look at the papers and quit, 
while the other applicants went through 
the examination. But the papers were 
never marked up, and finally, in November, 
by a vote of the two other commissioners 
against President Lindblom, this examina- 
tion was declared void and another one or- 
dered. It was held this month, and at it no 
mention was made of the statistical work. 
It was styled simply an examination for 
Chief Sanitary Inspector, although the ap- 
propriation bill names both offices. 

This examination was an oral one and de- 
scribed by a man who took it as the great- 
est farce ever known. Under the plea that 
half the sanitary inspectors must be plumb- 
ers all the questions asked were regarding 
the plumbing business, ard Kelly, being a 
plumber, passed triumphantly. Now he has 
been certified by the commission as “ Chief 
Sanitary Inspector,” although under the 
appropriation bill there is no such office. 
It was stated in THE TRIBUNE when the ex- 
amination which Kelly failed to pass was 
annulled and a new one ordered that it 
would be found he would be given the high- 
est marks in the second one, and that is what 


came to pass. 


Laborers Cause Trouble. 

More trouble has arisen for both the Mayor 
and the Civil Service commission over the 
apportionment of laborers in the water pipe 
extension department, and the Mayor is 
threatening to follow City Engineer Eric- 
son’s suggestion and stop all work as the 
only way out of the difficulty.

SUDDEN DEATH MAY YET 
PROVE MURDER MYSTERY. 


Coroner’s Physician Finds Circum- 
stances Which [lay Develop a Case o 
Foul Play—Inquest Will Be Held Thi 


Morning. 


The sudden death of William P. Johnson, 
a painter, 5914 Dearborn street, which was 
pronounced by physicians who attended him 
to be due to Bright’s disease, may develop 
into a murder mystery. The physicians gave 


have been buried yesterday,.but the Coroner, 
learning of the death, stopped the burial and 
an inquest will be held this morping at the 
residence. Dr. Joseph Springer of the Cor- 
oner’s office held a post mortem examination 
during the day and pronounced death due 
to concussion of the brain which could hard- 
ly have resulted from a fall. 

Mr. Johnson was found about 3 o'clock on 
Tuesday, unconscious, under the Rock Island 
viaduct at Fifty-first street. A detective of 
the Rock Island road, whose name could not 
be learned, saw the man, and, rousing him, 
conveyed him to a switchman’s shanty near 
by. The Fiftieth street police were notified 
and brought the man to the station in the 
patrol wagon. The police, supposing he was 
under the influence of liquor, placed him in 
the squadroom, and he remained there until 
11 o'clock, when he was removed to his 
home. 

Mr. Johnson’s family, seeing that he was 
ill, called Drs. Miller and Morrow, but they 
were unable to render any aid and he died 
about 6 o’clock on Wednesday morning with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

Mrs, Johnson says her husband left the 
house in the morning, saying he was going 
to Fifty-first street and Wentworth avenue 
to make some small purchases. He was seen 
near the Rock Island tracks about 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon and an hour later was found 
under the viaduct. He had only a small 
amount of money with him when he went 
away. When he was brought home the 
money and an account book were missing. 

Lieutenant Larkin of the Fiftieth Street 
Police Station, in speaking of the case, said: 

I was surprised to learn that the man had 
died. I saw him in the station and talked 
with him. He was apparently under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and as he made no com- 
plaint of injuries I told the officers to keep

Clash When the New State 
Committee Meets. 


WILL DIVIDE ON BRYAN. 


Resolution Favoring His Candi- 
dacy and 16 to 1 to Be 


Strongly Opposed. 


FACTION FAVORS GORMAN. 


In advance of tts first meeting to organize, 
Alex. J. Jones announces that the new 
Democratic State committee will declare for 
free silver and William J. Bryan. Other 
quite as influential party leaders say there 


Is no likelihood of such action being taken. 


This is taken as an indication that the 
committee will start upon its career with a 
fight, and that, so far as Ilinois is concerned, 
the 16 to 1 doctrine no longer will be feat- 
ured, that is, if certain big guns for two 
years ignored and repudiated, but now in 
position to make trouble, have their way. 

After the Tremont House caucugon Thurs- 
day, at which Dr. Walter Watson and Fred 
E. Eldred were nominated for chairman 
and Secretary, respectively, Mr. Jones said 
it was clearly understood the committee 
would ratify the Chicago platform and in- 
dorse Bryan as its candidate for President 
in 1900, and that the Executive committee 
to be named would be a pronounced free 
silver body. But subsequent dévelopments 
reveal the fact that there is strong senti- 
ment against the committee putting itself on 
record for free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at the rate of 16 to 1, and especially 
against its taking any notice whatever ol 
Colonel Bryan’s candidacy. 

Resolutions Will Be Introduced. 

Free silver and Bryan resolutions, how- 
ever, will be introduced.

But in the face of the holiday and of the 
‘holiday realizing, the general public went on 
buying stocks in its old confident way, show- 
‘ing no hesitation because of the pending 
period of suspended business. 

Closing prices showed many more gains 
than losses, and while recessions of any con- 
sequence were few, many substantial ad- 
vances were made. 

In many ways it was shown that commis- 
sion-house clients. were being advised to 
take profits, yet commission-house buying 
was heavy and was as aggressive as ever. 
The traders sold stocks steadily and several 
times made determined raids. 

They were successful only in forcing mo- 
mentary recessions; floods of new buying 
orders soon obliterated every trace of what 
they had done. 

London was a bullish influence, the 
arbitrage houses buying freely in the first 
hour. Short covering was also in evidence 
in many quarters before noon, although in 
the later hours bear traders seemed to have 
renewed their courage. 

The day was practically devoid of news 
developments, Wall street gossip concerning 
itself chiefly with the many rumors, as yet 
unconfirmed, that are now filling all ears.

member of his staff, and by the Hon. 
Robert Morris, the financier of the 
revolution, called upo rs.

a niece of Colonel Ross. She was a young and 
beautiful widow, only 24 years of age, and known 
to be expert at needlework. They called to en- 
gage her services in preparing our first starry flag. 
She lived in a little ho on Arch street, Phila- 
delphia, which stands today unchanged, with the 
exception of one large window, which has been 
placed in the front. It was here, in this house, 
that Washington unfol a paper on which had 
been rudely sketched a plan of a flag of thirteen

should have five points. Washington admitted that 
she was correct, but he ferred a star that would 
not be an exact copy of that on his coat of arms, 
and he also thought that a six-pointed star would 
be easier to cut.

As the title indicates, the story is laid in 


Grand Pré, at the historic period when the 
British found it necessary to deport the 
French familles that refused to take the 
oath of allegiance, at the same time burn- 
ing their houses. The date was 1755, though 
an unfortunate ty phical error in the 
book puts it a century later. There is noth- 
ing about Longfellow's heroine in the story, 
nor is it a tale with a sad ending like Evan- 
geline’s, though it comes close to being so. 


As the title page says, it is “ the story of

vonne de Lamourie, and how she went into 


exile with the villagers of Grand Pré.“ It is 
a story that reminds one strongly of “ Lorna 
Doone,” though much shorter, more rapid 
in its action, and with only the slightest 
trace of the quaint poetic flavor of Black- 


more’s masterpiece. 
Paul Grande returns to Grand Pré from the 
wars just as the storm is breaking. The 
sweet face of Yvonne has drawn him back 
from fighting the British along the Ohio, and 
he has come dreaming of the love that 
should be not a pastime, but a prayer; not 
an episode, but an eternity.“ The mad her- 
ying woe to Grand 
Pré. He laughs and passes on to be wel- 
comed to Yvonne’s house—and to learn that 
she is engaged to be married to an English- 
man named Anderson. Both rivals are 
depicted as manly and straightforward men, 
and the scene in which Paul declares to 
Anderson his intention of winning Yvonne 
leaves one doubting which of the two de- 


serves one’s sympathies. It soon becomes

or slacken for a moment until the end. Pro- 
fessor Roberts has put the blame for the 
orst. outrages at Grand Pré upon the mur- 
rous and intriguing Black Abbé, and not 
upon the British. As he telle the story, the 
French people in general admitted the neces- 
sity of what the British did. But it was the 
Black Abbé and not the British soldiers who 
set fire to Yvonne’s home and plotted at the 
same time to murder her affianted, Ander- 
son. The chapters in which Paul flies to the 
rescue of his rival and succeeds in saving 
him from the Black Abbé’s murderous 
Micmacs is dramatic and graphic. His man- 
ner of tumbling over a cliff and resting long 
at the point of death in Grul's cave isa little 
precipitate, even for modern romance, but 
the author’s powers make it seem perfectly 
natural. One hopes Proféssor Roberts will 
keep his promise and some day tell the story 
of what made Grul take the role of a mad- 


man. 

Paul’s return to Grand Pré, his meeting 
with Yvonne in the forest, and his arrest 
by the British soldiers at the moment when 
he is pleading in vain with her, are also full 


pure work of fiction would have been a much 


of dramatic strength. It would not be fair 
to the reader to tell the story farther, or to 
trace the unsmooth course of Paul's love 
during his imprisonment in the chapel and 
his deportation with the rest of the villagers 
in two big British ships.

A Bright Story of Bohemia. 
Belinda—and Some Others. D. Appleton 
& Co. 
Why the American publishers of Ethel 
Maude's Belinda—and Some Others have 
printed the novel anonymously it would be 
hard to say, for the book is one that no au- 
thor would have cause to disown. It may be 
depended upon to give an hour of genuine 
enjoyment to the class of readers who used 


‘to ike Rhoda Broughton’s novels. Not that 


this new English author is one of the nu- 
merous band of unsuccessful imitators of the 
inimitable Miss Broughton, but she has the 
same light touch and the same kind of hu- 
mor. 

It is a story of life in London’s Bohemia, 
into which six young people are pushed by 
the home-coming of a rich uncle who owns 
their former home and seems inclined to 
occupy it alone. The various experiences 
of the four young women and two young 
men in making their way are lightly and 
sketchily told, with just enough semblance 
of a plot to give the bright dialogue con- 
sistency. Bohemia is an attractive place 
to live in—especially if there be a rich uncle 
in the background somewhere to come for- 
ward and do the handsome thing in an off- 
hand, Bohemian way. Miss Maude has 
caught the spirit of the kind of Bohemia 
that is inhabited by people who are young, 
Ught-hearted, ambitious, and artistic. These 
qualifications can glorify even poverty and 
render the onlooker oblivious to it. 

One enjoys being behind the scenes with 
this family of six brothers and sisters, whose 
combined income is £200 a year. The scen- 
ery is not squalid, and the language is alto- 
gether that which goes with laughter. The 
characters are all delightful, and the reader 
involuntarily laughs with them. This par- 
ticular kind of bright novel is indigenous 
to England. It is not produced in America: 
our time for it is not ripe. The conditions of 
life in this country are all different. 

Ethel Maude is a new writer, but there is 
much reason to hope that Belinda marks 
for her the beginning of a successful literary | 
career. 


A Good Love Story. 
The Impediment. By Dorothea Gerard. 
D. Appleton & Co. 

The Impediment is a genuine old-fash- 
foned English love story that would delight 
the heart of any schoolgirl. There is a 
clean, fresh atmosphere about it, born of 
the sea and salt breeze and of the doings of 
two or three of the characters, and the re-

The title is rather misleading, for there are 
two impediments. When Sir Augustus Ar- 
lington sees David Ellis embracing his pret- 
ty. young wife, who, not believing in love, has 
married him for money and position, he 
goes straight up-stairs and commits suicide. 
After that, of course, she could not marry 
David, feeling as she did that they were in- 
directly his murderers. David doesn't 
seem to feel that way, however, and pleads 
his cause at regular intervals for four years. 
But the conscience stricken, scrupulous wid- 
ow never shows the least sign of relenting. 
Indeed, she takes a grim satisfaction in the 
pain that refusing him costs her, and places 
it to her credit in the account she has cast 
up against herself. 

Finally, David’s patience being exhausted, 
he makes one final, vigorous, futile proposal 
and goes off in a huff and proposes to his 
cousin, Monica, who has loved him always. 
The news of their engagement naturally 
brings my lady to her senses. This new 


flesh-and-blood impediment makes her see 


at once that the old one was but a ‘creation 
of her brain. She has made up her mind 
to accept the inevitable, when one day she 
meets the other woman. The other woman 
is a saintly, discerning creature, who soon 
suspects my lady’s secret, and, reflecting on 
past events, her suspicions are strengthened 
to the point of questioning David. Then the

On the Gunpowder Plot. 
The Fifth of November. By Charles 8. 
Bentley and F. Kimball Scribner. Rand, 


McNally & Co. 

One needs but to remember, remember 
the Sth of November to understand that 
this is a story of the gunpowder plot. For 
the most part it follows the history of the 
period. It makes Guy Fawkes, as is natural 
and proper, the chief figure of the story, and 
the agent throughout of the Catholic party 
headed by Sir Thomas Winter. Fawkes’ 
daughter, Elinor, is given a unique place. 
She is represented as a pure-minded, beauti- 
ful maiden, passionately loved by Viscount 
Effington, son of Lord Monteagle, both of 
whom are favorites of the King. The story 
departs farthest from history in chapters 
XXI. and XXII., where Elinor Fawkes is 
made the informant of the plot to the Par- 
liament. 

Regarding the lines of the story, which are 
#0 closely allied with the facts of this period, 
little need be said. The authors state that 
it was not their purpose to write a historical 


harder task, and it is doubtful if they could 
have succeeded aswell. They lack imagina- 
tion. While much of their work shows study 
and effort—too much to be quite agreeable— 
in description they are painfully deficient. 
One could scarcely advertise his ignorance 
in a more striking way than to make use, as 
these authors do, of so many general terms. 

For example, in attempting to describe 
the Court of James, they say it was fur- 
nished and embellished with all the luxury 
which love of show and the power of the 
owner could command. Choicest tapestries 
draped the walls, carpets of marvelous soft- 
ness covered the floors.“ A little further 
on the same weakness is illustrated in an 
attempted character delineation. Lord 
Monteagle's son is described as tall and 
strong, with features of fine proportion and 
graceful contour, clad in a style denoting 
the aristocrat and man of fashion.“ Such 
language is the sign of poverty of thought. 
It conveys no distinct impression to the 
reader; and there is more than a suspicion 
that it meant no more to the writer. This

Good Tale of Old Egypt. 
The Prince of Gravas. By Alfred C. 

Fleckenstein. George W. Jacobs & Co. 

“The Prince of Gravas is an exception 
to the present-day novel in this, that it does 
not profess to be somebody's diary. Mr. 
Fleckenstein has found a new method. While 
traveling through certain remote parts of 
Germany in company with some friends he 
was caught in a thunder-storm and sought 
shelter in an old castle, possessed, as a mat- 
ter of course, of dingy, armorial decora- 
tions, old rusty suits of armor,“ etc. The 
castle had an owner, Baron von Somebody, 
who, also as a matter of course, proceeded 
to tell a strange, weird tale.“ 

The method by which the Baron came by 
this tale is Mr. Fleckenstein’s discovery. It 
seems that the owner of the castle had been 
practicing psychometry, that faculty.“ 
the author calls it. which is capable of per- 
ceiving the past existence or life of a body 
through mere contact with it.“ On the 
morning of the arrival of Mr. Fleckenstein 
and his friends the Baron had been gazing 
intently on a mummy—an Egyptian mummy 
that was quite dead—when he, the Baron, 
suddenly found himself living over again 
the experiences of one Almar, a brother of 
the Prince of Gravas. 

The story, in which this young man Almar 
is the chief actor, relates how Queen 
— being threatened by a conspiracy 

anned by the two most powerful Princes 
of the realm, Alcazeda and Gravas, is de- 
fended by this younger member of the house 
of Gravas, who finally slays his brother, and 
himself becomes the head of the house and 
then of the kingdom through his marriage 
with Hosyra. It is this story which the old 
Baron relates to his visitors on the evening 
of the day when, through psychometry, he 
had lived over again the life of the mummy 


teresting tale,

A Tale of the Miraculous. 
The New God. By Richard Voss. Trans- 
lated from the German by Mary A. Rob- 
inson. Harper & Bros. 

It was scarcely worth while to translate 
the fanciful and fantastic tale of the early 
Christians which Richard Voss has written 
under the title, The New God.” The imag- 
inary miracles with which the story abounds 
have a cheapening effect, whether one be- 
lieves in the New Testament miracles or 
not, and the ultra-mysticism in which the 
book abounds goes far to confirm Max Nor- 
dau's theory that mystical writing is a 
sign of foggy thinking and of mental de- 
generation. 

The chief character is a pagan priest, Ve- 
losianus, who revolts from his empty idol- 
atry and goes into the wilderness to seek 
a new god. It is about the time of Christ’s 
miracles in Palestine, and, though Velo- 
sianus is in a European wilderness, he 
meets the daughter of Jairus, after she has 
been raised by Christ from the dead. She 
has wandered thus far from home under a 
divine spell which is sending her to Rome 
to convert Cesar. Velosianus hears her 
marvelous story and resolves to accompany 
her to the court of Tiberius, though there 
is a price on his head. On the journey the 
girl repeatedly falls into a trance and re- 
counts what is going on in Jerusalem, re- 
peating what Christ is saying to Pontius 
Pilate, and the like. Just as they arrive at 
the Island of Caprea, where the Cesar holds 
his profligate court, there is darkness and an 
earthquake, and the maiden announces that 
Christ has been crucified. 

The story goes on to tell how the girl and 
the man are sent to Jerusalem by Tiberius 
to find the new God, and how Velosianus is 
converted by seeing a miraculous picture 
of Christ on a handkerchief with which Ve- 
ronica had wiped his brow on the journey 
to Golgotha. The wo ul handkerchief 
is taken to Tiberius, but the Cesar’s death 
comes the instant he looks upon the mirac- 
ulous cloth. There is much more of this 
sort of nonsense, including a sensational 
version of the crucifixion of Mary Magdalene 
after her refusal to give herself up to the 
base Caligula. 

The story is evidently intended as an at- 
tempt at pious fiction, but it offends good 
taste in many ways, especially by the pueril- 
ity of the miracles ascribed to divine power. 


Romance of the Middle Ages. 

I Am the King. By Sheppard Stevens, 

Little, Brown & Co. 

Sheppard Stevens’ romance, “I Am 
the King.“ introduces us to the most 
stirring scenes of the middle ages. 
The book gets its title from an incident con- 
nected with the crusaders. Godfrey de 
Bersac, in order to save his master, who is 
no other than Richard the Lion-Hearted, 
from capture by the Saracens, lares him- 
self the King. Godfrey is taken to the Sar- 
acen camp and is spared through the inter- 
cession of Saphadin, brother of Saladin. 

The spirit of Godfrey, who is a typical 
knight of the period, is revealed in the in- 
troduction to his tale, which forms the body 
of the book. The author has chosen to pre- 
serve the diction characteristic of the 
period. Godfrey begins: 

I ofttimes ponder of that heaven which priest 
and church doth allow shall be a land where no 
fighting is, and my heart lieth heavy within me 
at thought that when I go hence nevermore shall 
the hilt of my good sword loving leap to the hollow 
of my palm as wench to her sweetheart’s breast. 
I am not used to pray greatly or oft, but at such 
times there doth creep to my lips, unawares, a 
little prayer that the King of heaven may be 
pleabed to have some fighting for his warriors, and 
that he may maintain an army in heaven, even if 
it be but a little one. 

This archaic style has its advantages and 
disadvantages—the latter, so far as Mr. 
Sheppard’s book is concerned, predom- 
inating. We are helped by it to summon the 
historical imagination, but it soon gets tire- 
some, which is all that needs to be said 
against it. The light shed on the customs, 
styles, and beliefs of the period gives the 
book, apart from the story, a not inconsid- 
erable value. 


By a Master of Style. 

“Temple Talks,“ by Myron W. Reed

A 
young writer might easily enough make 
himself silly trying to imitate him, but one 
could hardly find anywhere better examples 
of the power there is in the English language 
for putting a fact or thought into a phrase 
or epigram so neat and pat as to have almost 
the effect of a stroke of wit. These talks 
are on such subjects as the“ evolution of a 
tramp, socialism, Francis Schlatter, Pére 
Marquette, the literature of power, Wendell 
Phillips, night rest, and sleep. 


The Surprising Travels and Adventures 
of Baron Munchausen have been reissued 
in illustrated form by the Stokes company. 
Herein the lover of classic truth may renew 
his youth in reading how the Baron hitched 
his horse to a church steeple, how he de- 
stroyed a bear by hurling two flints into it 
and causing a terrific explosion, how he cher- 
ished the greyhound that ran its legs off and 
became a terrier, and how he descended from 
the moon on a short rope of straw by repeat- 
edly splicing the top end to the bottom until 
he finally got to terra firma. These famous 
conceits were originally the work of a Ger- 
man refugee named R. E. Raspe, who was a 
storekeeper at the Dalcoath mine, in Corn- 
wall, England. The first edition was a mere 
pamphlet printed at Oxford in 1786, but it

The humor of golfing has been delightfully repre- 
sented in 'The Golfer's Alphabet (Harper), 
with a series of funny illustrations by Frost, and 
appropriate rhymes by W. G. Van T. Sutphen. 
Frost's cartoons are the best that have been 
thus far produced on the humor and tragedy to be 
found in delusive bunkers, giggling caddies, 
broken sticks, foozled putts, and all the rest of the 
epic of the links.

The printed pages are filled with 
chronicles of the chief events of the revolutionary 
war and with quotations from American authors— 
mostly of a patriotic nature. The volume is a 
suitable Christmas or New Year's gift for young 
patriots of either sex.

From the press of Crane & Co., Topeka, Kas., 
comes Colonel Henry In man's Tales of the 
Trail, a volume of dashing short stories of West- 
ern life and adventure. Colonel Inman Is already 
widely known as the author of The Old Santa 
Fé Trail, in which work he has revealed the 
breadth of his personal knowledge of the plains in 
the old days of romance. It is not strange, there- 
fore, that in this volume of short stories, many of 
the characters in which are famous men like Cus- 
ter, Sheridan, Kit Carson, and Buffalo Bill, he 
should have succeeded in putting much of that 
wild bygone romance into thrilling literary form. 

A year or two ago Charles M. Skinner issued a 
little volume devoted to the myths and legends of 
the United States.

DENIES BRIBERY CHARGE. 


BRIDGE COMPANY DISPUTES TESTI- 


MONY OF STREATOR ALDERMAN. 


Trial at Ottawa of the Suit to Recover 
Brings Out Statements by Company 
Agents That Money Was Not Direct- 
ly Used to Influence Members of the 
Council—History of the Famous Case 
Which Has Divided the City Against 


Itself and Caused Bitterness.

company had bribed members of the Counc 
to vote it a contract. It was admitted yes- 
terday by Alderman Dawson that such was 
the case and that he had received $500. 


The sectional bitterness developed during 
the last two days in the case to recover the 
sum of $24,000, odd, for the construction of 


a bridge over the Vermilion River com- 
pleted last summer is remarkable not only 
as being between the east and west sides of 
the town but also as being between fac- 
tions of the same political party. 

The fight, according to the best obtainable 
data, began some twenty years ago, when 
the old bridge was built and the east side 
property-owners took exctptions. Since that 
time these men, led by D. Heenan, Patrick 
Finlan, Patrick Prendergast, P. Reinhardt, 
Fred Bennigdorf, Isaac Eagle, and others, 
lately reinforced by the Genseke brothers 
and Tom Murphy, have agitated the building 
of a bridge upon the present site. 

The result of this agitation was the ap- 
pointment by Mayor Kopf in 1896 of a Com- 
mittee on Bridge Construction, which re- 
ported that it would be possible to construct 
a suitable bridge upon the site selected for 
the sum of from $20,000 to $25,000. 

Then, when the matter assumed a serious 
aspect, Editor Bean of the Monitor was 
elected Mayor without first having declared 
himself upon the question. His first act, 
however, was to denounce the plan and de- 
clare the bridge could not be built with his 
consent. Against him was a majority of the 


Courcil, and on Sept. 13, 1897, the contract 


was let to the Lafayette Bridge company by 
a vote of 10 to 4 over his veto. 


People Vote for Bridge. 


Upon demand of the anti-bridge men, led 


by Fred W. Eades, John Essington, Fancett 
Plumb, and Manley Haskell, the Council 
submitted the matter to the people by peti- 


tion and later by ballot, the bridge winning 


both times. 
Last spring a new Council was elected 


and refused to accept the bridge, hence this 
suit and the claim of the city that bribery 
influenced Alderman Dawson, whose vote 
was the tenth in the passage of the ordi- 
nance. 


Mayor Bean was the chief witness for the 


city this morning, and made several state- 
ments concerning the bridge contract and 
the ownership of the land upon which the 
bridge stands. He did not testify upon the 
alleged boodle matter. The other evidence 
submitted to the city was mainly in relation 
to the strength of the bridge. 

Alderman John H. Shay, now editor of the 
Ottawa Fair Dealer, swore that he did not 
believe Becker bribed Dawson on the train 
on the evening of Sept. 13, 1897, as he saw 
Becker in the office of the City Clerk of 
Streator before 8 o’clock on that evening. 

Secretary Corry of the Bellefontaine (O.) 
Bridge company testified that J. E. How- 
land, who swore he had collected $250 from 
the Lafayette Bridge company for refusing 
to bid had never been authorized to do so_by 
the company. 


Disputes Bribery Charges. 

State Agent Williams of the Lafayette 
company was the witness of the afternoon, 
and was on the stand three hours. As to 
the alleged bribery, he testified as follows: 

was informed that Streator intended to

POPULAR NAMES OF WARS. 


Custom Dictates That the Conquered 
Nation Invariably Comes First— 
Many Examples. 


The conflict between the United States and 
Spain has passed into history as the Span- 
ish-American’’ war. At first glance there 
is nothing strange in this fact. Nobody 
has ever found out the real source of the 
names of the millions of objects and events. 
Ordinarily it might almost seem that names 
were given by accident orchance. The mat- 
ter of naming wars, however, seems to fol- 
low a set rule. Examination reveals the 
fact that in almost every case the designa- 
tion of a war by a certain popularly ac- 
cepted name shows at once the victor and 
the vanquished, and that in such cases the 
‘first name, if two be given, or the one name, 
if there be only one, is the name of the 
conquered nation. Thetwo that Will at once 
occur to any one’s memory are the Franco- 
Prussian ’’ war, in which the French were 
defeated, and out own “ Spanish-American ” 
war. 

But—there are others. In the Trojan war, 
so called, the Trojans were defeated by the 
Greeks, and Troy was besieged cnd cap- 
tured. The Macedontan wars were gained 
by the Romans. In the two Punic wars 
(Punicas: Phoenician; Carthaginian. because 
Carthage was a Pheeniciarf cdlony) the Car- 
thaginians were defeated and Carthage was 
seized by the Romans. In modern times 
the “* Napoleonic’’ wars, so-called, ended 
in the destruction of the armies of Napoleon 
and the capture and imprisonment of the 
Emperor. The Indian war of 1841 re- 
sulted in the establishment by Great 
Britain of its power over the Indian Empire. 


The “Crimean” war was significant 
of the defeat of Russia dy the 
allied armies (1856). The Austro- 


Italian’ War (1859-1860) ended with the de- 


feat of Austria and the independence of | 
r 


Italy. In the “ Schleswig-Holstein’’ wa 
(1864) the Danes were defeated and forced 
to cede Holstein and Schleswig to the vie- 
torious Austro-Prussian coalition. It was 
of this war about a complicated situation 
that Disraeli said, when asked to explain 
it, that only two men, of he was 
one, in the whole United Kingdom, kad 
ever understood what it was all about: the 
other man was dead, and he had forgotten. 
Next comes the Austro-Prusslan war, 
in which Prussia, by winning the decisive 
battle of Sadowa, defeated the Austrians. 
Then we have the Franco-Prussian ” war, 
ending at n (1870) with the annibila- 
tion of the neh. The China-Japan 
war, in which the Japanese were conquerors: 
the Greco-Turkish war, resulting in vie- 
tory to the Turks, and our own “ 
American” war completes the series, and 
seems to sustain the contention that wars 
are named from the conquered and not 
from the conquerors.

RAILROADS ASK FOR AID. 

The receivers of the Baltimore and Ohio 
road have sent a letter to the Interstafe 
Commerce commission in which they set 
forth that beginning on Jan. 1 that road 
will adopt a new policy. From and after 
that date the published tariffs of rates 
are to be adhered to rigidly. It is the be- 
lief of the receivers that all or nearly all 
of the. roads within the territory north 
of the Ohio and east of the Mississippi, 
which, it is alleged, are now transporting 
much interstate traffic at rates lower than 
those shown in their published tariffs, will 
pursue the same course as the Baltimore 
and Ohio. 

But the receivers doubt whether the roads 
will be able to adhere long to this policy 
unless they have some outside assistance, 
for secret rate-cutting is quite sure to 
be recommenced sooner or later, and— 


Without some impartial body to investigate the 
complaints of one competing carrier against an- 
other and to check Illegal rate-cutting if found to 
-exist, it will be practically impossible for railroad 
carriers alone to prevent that form of competition 
between them, however earnest the great majority 
of the carriers may be to stop it.

Audacious and Impossible Propositions 
in Congress Which Have Followed 
President’s Utterances in South. 


The Pioneer Press has already commented 
approvingly on the few words in President 
McKinley's Atlanta speech which so melted 
the hearts. and evoked the enthusiastic 
plaudits of thé old confederate soldiers and 
their descendants. These words were: 
The time has now come when, in the spirit 
of fraternity, we should share with you in 
the care of the graves of the confederate 
soldiers.“ These were wise words, fitly 
spoken. As we said before, they mean that 
the nation extends the same amnesty to the 
dead as it has long extended to the living 
soldiers of the confederacy. But to forgive 
them for fighting against the government 
and the union is one thing—to reward them 
for it is quite another and radically different 
thing. But this is what Senator Butler of 


North Carolina proposes to do. Under an 


evident misapprehension of the purport 
and reach of the President’s magnarimous 
utterance he has introduced a bill in the 
Senate providing that every pension law 
now on the statute books shall apply to 
every invalid soldier, widow, minor child, 
dependent relative, army nurse, etc., with- 
out regard to whether said soldier was en- 
listed in the federal or confederate army of 
the civil war,“ the only difference being that 
these confederate pensions are not to be 
retroactive, but to begin only with the pass- 
age of the bill. The proposed beneficiaries 
of this confederate pension bill will have to 
wait a long while for their stipends. For 
no such bill will ever pass the Congress of 
the United States. 

Under a similar misapprehension, but evi- 
dently as an entering wedge to a similar 
perversion of the national magnanimity, Mr. 
Rixey, a Virginia Democrat, has introduced 
a bill in the House for the admission of con- 
federate as well as union soldiers in all 
soldiers’ hemes which are maintained by 
the government. There is no likelihood that 
the conciliatory spirit of the North can be so 
far exploited as to make possible the pass- 
age of even this bill—which, if it could pass, 
would be the prelude to a series of growing 
demands upon the Treasury in the shape cf 
pensions to the surviving confederate 
soldiers, their relatives, and descendants. 
No Congress would ever dare to pass and no 
President would ever dare to sign such a 
bill. A bill to carry out the President's 
suggestion to extend the national care to 
the graves of confederate soldiers would 
meet with the cordial support of Republic- 
ans as well as Democrats in both Houses. 
But, as we have already said, there is a 
broad and vital distinction between forgiv- 
ing the confederate soldiers for fighting 
against their flag and government, and re- 
warding them for it.—St. Paul Pioneer Press. 


Commercial Growth ot the Congo Free 
State. 


Consul General Lincoln writes from Ant- 
werp, Nov. 11, 1898: In 1885, at the time 
of the foundation of the Congo Free State, 
flve European firms controlled the trade of 
the river basin. There were almost no 
Belgian imports at that time, and no Bel- 
gian firm had established commercial rela- 
tions in that region. In 1898, thirteen years 
later, the activity of the Belgians had cre- 
ated in the heart of the mysterious dark 
continent twenty-four commercial com- 
panies, with a capital of about $19,000,000. 
Belgian commerce, which in 18835 was almost 
nil, amounted in 18¥7 to $2,500,000 for ex- 
ports from the Congo to Belgium, and to 
$3,088,000 for imports from Belgium to the 
Congo, or a commerciai movement of $5,- 

F There are few instances in the 
history of colonies of so rapid a commercial 
development. The country is hardly ex- 
plored before merchants and manufacturers 
come forward and found companies for the 
building of new rallways, create new planta- 
tions for the numerous rich tropical prod- 
ucts, raise cattle, and build hotels and 
trading posts. 

In consequence of the King’s speech at 
Antwerp on Oct. 16 last, Belgium capitalists 
have become interested in the project of 
establishing a line of steamers between Ant- 
werp and the Congo Free State, to be 
manned and officered by natives of the 
country. The idea, as reported, is to put 
shares on the market at such a rate that 
the people will be able to subscribe for 
them, and it is confidently expected that 
there will soon be a considerable increase in 
the Belgian merchant marine.

MONEY CHANCES IN COCOANUTS 


Promising Field of Commercial In- 
dustry in Our New Island 
Possessions. 


“There are three stages or different con- 
ditions through which the milk of the cocoa- 
nut passes, in each of which it is excellent,“ 
said Captain Nathan Truelove, sometime 
master of a trading craft in the South Pacific 
Islands. He had paused at a fruiterer’s stand 
and was examining a pile of cocoanuts in the 
husk displayed there with an air of interest. 
“The first is when the meat and milk in 
the green cocoanut have not yet separated 
and are blended together in a semi-fluid 
pulp, about the consistency of a water-ice, 
and may be scooped out and eaten with a 
spoon. The second is when the meat is newly 
hardened against the inside of the shell and 
the hollow within is filled with the fragrant, 
cooling milk, one of the most beautiful and 
refreshing drafts that a man can find in 
the tropical lands. The third stage, to 
which few people outside the tropics are 
initiated, is when the cocoanut is sprouting 
and the embryo palm tree, formed from 
the milk, and the best of the meat les in 
the hollow that is left, a kernel within a ker- 
nel, 80 to speak, and one of the daintiest 
morsels that a man ever lifted to his mouth. 
I was in hopes to find a sprouting cocoanut 
among these, but there is none. Here is 
where the green sprouts are to be looked for 
—in the monkey’s face, as the boys say—the 
three round depressions which they call a 
mouth and eyes in the small end of the nut. 

What we call milk in the cocoanut the 
South Sea people call water. Cocoanut milk 
with them is the kernel grated fine and mixed 
with this fluid. The resulting compoünd is 
of the consistency of cream, milk-white in 
color and delicious to the taste. It Is so 
rich that one can eat but little of it directly, 
and it is principally used, mixed with other 
substances, in preparing dessert dishes and 
as a frosting for cake. In the Micronesian 
and other tropical Pacific Island groups the 
cocoa palm grows everywhere that enough 
earth can be found above the coral reefs 
to give its roots a hold, and is the most all- 
round useful tree there is. Its nuts serve 
the natives for food and drink and are a 
chief resource for barter. 

The juice drawn from the undeveloped 
flowers of the cocoa palm just before their 
budding is sweet and pleasant to the taste, 
and is often given to sickly or weaning chil- 
dren. When allowed to ferment it becomes 
*toddy,’ the favorite tipple of South Sea- 
Islanders, and by distillation the fermented 
juice yields a potent liquor, resembling the 
East India arrack and known by the same 
name. Boiled down and sugared, the palm 
juice makes the delicious juggeree which the 
Javanese bumboatmen bring out to sell to 
the passengers and sailors of ships that put 
in at Batavia and other ports of Java. The 
wood of the cocoa palm, commercially known 
as porcupine wood, is valuable in the making 
of furniture and house trimmings, and from 
the husks of the nuts are made the coir 
rope which serves as rigging for native 
craft, and is worked into mats and baskets. 

It is in the production of copra that the 
cocoa palm has its chief commercial value. 
Copra is the meat of the cocoanut dried for 
export, to be used in the making of oil. In 
earlier times the South Sea natives grated 
the cocoanut meat and expressed the oil 
themselves in a rude lever press, to barter 
with cruising traders for tobacco, liquor, 
and trinkets. Now the meat is cut by them 
into pieces of such size and shape as will en- 
able them to pack it to the best advantage 
and is mostly sent to regular ports of ship- 
ment, where its owners receive pay in goods 
or money. The copra is shipped to Europe 
or America to factories where the oil is 
expressed to be applied to a variety of uses. 
Cocoa stearin is much used in candle mak- 
ing, and the oil enters largely into the ma- 
rine soap, which can be used for toilet or 
laundry purposes in sea water. When it 
is considered that 1,000 nuts will make 500 
pounds of copra, which will yield twenty- 
five gallons of oil, one of the vast com- 
mercial possibilities af our new Philippine 
evident. —- New York

Made by Electrical Machinery. 


_A bridge of 900-foot span at Buda-Pesth is 
being erected entirely by means of electrical 
machinery. The fron girders used as piles 
to keep the water back from the excavations 
for the shore pillars were driven in by an 
electric ram. The ram was a hammer rising 
thirty-four feet, with a velocity of twelve 
feet per second. The soil out of the holes 
was raised by an electric windlass. The 
water was removed by seven centrifugal 
pumps, working day and hight. The five- 
inch diameter pumps were driven by ten 
horse-power motors, the eight-inch by six- 
teen horse-power motors, and one nine-inch 
by a twenty horse-power motor.

Summary of Cost Made Out by Sec- 
tions Shows Entire Estimate Win 
Be Approximately $135,000,000—The 
Report Will Be Read to the Senate 
Committee Probably During the 
Christmas Recess—Details of Work 
on Western Section Not Included. 


New York, Dec. 23.—The preliminary re- 
port of the Nicaragua Canal commission, 
consisting of General Haines, Admiral Walk- 
er, and Professor Haupt has been complet- 
ed, and will be read before the Senate com- 
mittee either during Christmas recess ot 
Congress or immediately afterward. 

This report will give many details of con- - 
struction in regard to the proposed route, 
and will give a close figure on the entire cost 
of the undertaking as far as human in- 
genulty can foresee. 

A summary of these costs has been made. 
out in sections and without going into the 
details of curves and levels, they are as fol- 
lows: 

The eastern harbor and jetties will re- 
quire about 9,000,000 cubic yards of soft ex-. 
cavation. The jetties themselves require 
about 400,000 cubic yards of rip-rap stone, 

The Greytown section of the canal, begin- 
ning at the harbor and reaching to the east 
divide, will require 16,000,000 cubic yards of 
earth and clay excavations. The three locks 
in this section will cost in the neighborhood . iy 
of $10,000,000, complete, with 3,000,000-yard a 
excavation. This section is about thirteen. : 
and one-half miles in length, and runs 
through the jungle country near the coast, 

There will be 700 acres of clearing and grub- 
bing also in this section. 

The divide section reaches from here 
through the high rocky range of hills . . 
twenty-four miles further. There are 7,500,- a 
000 cubic yards of rock in this cut, and about > 
5,000,000 yards of earth and clay. The 4 
depth of this cut will be mitigated by the ; 
height of the canal, which is here 112 feet .

4° Mixed on Truffles. 

Waukegan, III., Dec. 5.—[{Editor of the 
Tribune. I—In your issue of Dec. 4, page 15, 
is an article headed, Raising Truffles,“ by 
Alfred Rose, he has evidently got the 
truffles and mushrooms mixed. What he 
calls champion in Danish is evidently the 
champignon of the French, one of the edl- 
ble mushrooms [agaricus campestre]. This 
is now raised extensively in the Kast and 
sparingly by most florists in the West, the 
process differing little from the mode used 
by Mr. Rose Sr. It has long been grown in 
the drifts and chambers of the stone-quar- 
ries under the City of Paris. The truffles 
are also fungi living below the surface of the 
ground, rarely appearing above it. Ex- 
ternally they are somewhat. like a potato 
or tuber. Hence the name. The genus 
of most importance has been named tuber 
and the order is called tuberacea.

n Auditing Department. 

Chicago, Dec. 18.—[ Editor of The TriBune. } 
—The suggestion made by the retiring Presi- 
dent of the County board to “ establish a 
department of audits and bookkeeping, on 
the principle of the auditing department of I 
any great railroad,”’ is well worthy of con- 
sideration. It would save the city a good 
many thousand dollars. When Mayor Swift 
entered upon his duties I made the same 
suggestion to him. He thought so well of it 
that he sent a communication to the Coun- 
cil recommending the appointment of a 
city auditor. The communication was re- 
ferred to the Finance committee, it was 
placed on fle,“ and that was the last that 
was heard of it. As matters now stand each 
department makes its own expenditures, 
and, so long as it does not exceéd the appro- 
priation, ordinarily the Controller will pay 
the bills; but every bill sent to the Con- 
troller for payment, even after approval by 
the head of a department, should be sub- 
jected to an examination by a competent 
auditor, as in the case of a railway com- 
pany, and then, after being examined and 
certified to by him, and approved by the 
Controller, it is ready for payment by the 
City Treasurer. The audftor’s work should 
not be done in a merely perfunctory manner, 
but he should go down deep enough into 
each transaction to satisfy himself that the 
materials were actually furnished or the 
labor performed as charged on the bill or 
payroll; and to enable him to do this he | t 
should be furnished with competent help, 
men qualified to make critical examinations 
of all kinds. This plan was enforced in the 
management of the World's Fair, and I be- 
lieve it saved the Exposition company many 
thousands of dollars. Men were sent around 
the grounds to check off by name the labor- 
ers who were at work.

‘MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LEPTER.

Princess Mary of Hanover, youngest sister 
of the Duke of Cumberland, is a spinster of 
mature years, having recently celebrated 
her forty-ninth birthday. Indeed, her hair 
is almost as white as that of her mother, 


the octogenarian ex-Queen of Hanover, and 


of her eldest sister, Princess Frederica, who, 
it may be remembered, married her father’s 
faithful aid-de-camp and private secretary, 
Baron von Pawel-Ramingen. | 

Much astonishment has, therefore, bee 
created in court circles in well-nigh every 
capital of Europe by the announcement that 
the Princess is about to be led to the altar 
by the reigning Duke of Saxe-Altenberg. 
The latter is a handsome old man in his 
seventy-third year, full of life and of vigor. 
He has already been twice married, and lost 
his only daughter, wife of the Regent of 
Brunswick, Prince Albert of Prussia, a cou- 
ple of months ago, while his second wife died 
last year. | | 

In spite of the age of the Duke, and of the 
bride whom he has selected to become his 
third wife, his subjects entertain hopes of 
his furnishing an heir to histhrone. For,as 
matters are at present, it is the Duke’s 
only brother, Prince Moritz, who is heir 
presumptive, and the possibility of his ad- 
vent to the crown is viewed with no little 
concern in the Duchy of Saxe-Altenberg, 
for he enjoys the reputation of being the 
most utterly blase and indolent man in 
Europe. As an illustration thereof I may 
mention that, though in perfect physical 
condition, he is in the habit of staying in 
bed for weeks at a time—not because he is 
ailing, but simply because, to use his own 
= there is nothing worth getting up 
or.“ 
It is doubtful whether the old Duke’s mar- 
riage will give much satisfaction at Berlin, 
where the Duke of Cumberland and his two 
sisters have always been looked upon as 
bitter foes of Prussia. But this is a matter, 
probably, of profound indifference to the 


Duke, who one of the many reigning 


* 
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Princes and great nobles of Germany who | 


have quarreled with the Kaiser, and who 
have, in consequence, abandoned his court. 

In the early days of the Emperor's reign 
the old Duke and his nephew, Prince Ernest, 
were his constant companions and favorite 
associates. But he ultimately quarreled 
with them both, and the Duke, as well as 
the Prince, followed the example of Prince 
Frederick of Hohenzollern, of the late 
Prince of Fuerstenberg, of Prince Pless, of 
Prince Stollberg, and of many others in 
ostentatiously closing their palaces at Ber- 
lin and deserting the Kaiser’s court. 


A funny story is current about President 


Faure in the Paris clubs. It seems that a 


Sunday or two ago the Chief Magistrate of 
France had invited a number of members of 


the Senate and of the Chamber of Deputies 


to a shooting party in the state preserves at 
Ram boutillet. No sooner had the train 
started than each of the legislators proceed- 
ed to unfold his favorite newspaper and to 
disappear behind it. 

Poor Felix Faure was absolutely speech- 
less with amazement. For some time he 
furiously wiped his eyeglass, and then, un- 
able to bear it any longer, he exclaimed: 
Gentlemen, I am forced to remind you 
that it is against etiquet to read newspa- 
pers in the presence of the Chief of State.“ 

One of the Senators was so upset by this 
reproof that. he showed his bad humor by 
leaving the train at the next station, while 
another actually became ill. In fact, the 
shooting party was distinctly a failure. 

Old Queen Isabella of Spain has just had 
an extremely narrow escape from losing her 
life. She had been dining with her dwarf 
‘husband, King Francis of Assissi, at his 
Chateau of Epinay, and was returning by 
road to her Parisian palace of Castille, in 
the Avenue Kleber, when suddenly her car- 


riage collided with a cart going in an oppo- 


site direction. 

The coachman was pitched off the box and 
broke his leg, while the horses bolted down 
a side road which terminated on the bank of 
the Seine. The footman, in attempting to 
jump from the box, fractured his arm, and 
just at the moment when it seemed as if

It is strange that Tschaikowsky’s “ Man- 
fred symphony, which Mr. Thomas intro- 
duced to New York twelve years ago, should 
have beeti performed for the first time in 
Chicago yesterday afternoon. Considering 
the popularity of the late Russian composer 
in this country and the active part which 
Mr. Thomas has taken in bringing his works 
before the public, it might have been ex- 
pected that this stupendous piece of program 
music would have found an earlier place :n 
the programs of the Chicago Orchestra. 
Certainly Mr. Thomas made no mistake in 
introducing it yesterady, for it was greeted 
with outbursts of applause such as are rare- 
ly accorded to any symphony by a Chicago 
audience. Possibly the work would attract 
even greater attention if the word “ sym- 
phony ’’ were left out of the title; for, sav- 
ing the fact that this great tone poem is 
divided into four parts, with the second and 
third bearing some superficial resemblance 
to the usual Scherzo and Andante of the 
regular symphony, the composition has lit- 
tle in common with the musical form which 
Beethoven crystallized, but bears a much 
closer resemblance to the popular Thus 
Spake Zarathustra of Richard Strauss. 
But even then there is no real ground for 
comparison, for although Tschaikowsky in 
this masterpiece allowed himself to revel in 
music which is on the one hand frankly 
emotional and on the other hand would often 
be meaningless if it were not descriptive, he 
has nevertheless given his work such shape 
that it attracts not merely by reason of its 
emotionalism—as is apt to be the case with 
a Richard Strauss composition—but also hy 
a certain beauty of form which is never 
obliterated by the romantic freedom of style. 

Byron's Manfred was essentially the 
sort of poem to attract Tschaikpwsky. In 
the first place, the various tableau chosen— 
Manfred wandering on the Alps while his 
soul fathoms the depths of hell, the vision of 
Astarte, the witch of the Alps appearing 
beneath the rainbow of the torrent, the 
pastoral life of the mountaineers, and, last- 
ly, the underground palace of Arimanes, 
with the final doom of Manfred—all these 
pictures give splendid opportunity for the 
display of the composer's magnificent re- 
source in the art of orchestral coloring. In 
the second place, the Byronic despair, which 
is the main theme of the poem, however false 
and tawdry in sentiment, is suited to the 
composer's favorite mood. And ft is only 
fair to say that the sickly pessimism of 
Byron—so much more unlovely than the 
melancholy tinge which Wagner occasional- 
ly borrowed from Schopenhauer—is dressed 
up with such magnificent art by Tschai- 
kowsky that the musical poem with its 
more modern and grandiloquent note is a 
splendid creation compared with the orig- 
inal which inspired it. And if Tschaikowsky 
found the highest expression of his art in 
this abysmal wall of despair, there is this 
at least to be said for him, that, however 
much tempted, he did not cug the Gordian 
knot of fate and close his work, as Wagner 
did, with a medieval blaze of religious re- 
nunciation. For a moment in the last move- 
ment of the symphony there is a danger of 
the organ and the abbot getting the better 
of the powers of darkness; but fortunately 
the appeal is in vain, and the poem ends 
with Manfred’s annihilation and the prob- 
lem of existence still unsolved. ) 

Mr. Thomas’ reading of the work was 
spirited, not to say inspired, and certain 
slight faults in precision will probably be 
removed tonight. 

The rest of the program would have been 
sufficient in itself to attract a large audience.
